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A Supreme Asset 


VEN the vast expenditure envisaged in the current reappraisal of 

the railways’ modernization scheme can become superficially 

devalued by constant repetition and the confusion of recurring 
additions. Yet hauliers are rightly anxious about the repercussions on 
their industry and, in particular, about the long-term effects of railway 
spending to the tune of £1,660m. Should the expectations of the 
modernization plan not be fully realized, the clamour for further 
restriction on road transport may well be intensified by the three trade 
unions at present representing 544,097 railwaymen, in addition to 
whatever action may be taken by the British Transport Commission in 
their own defence. 

It is, therefore, imperative that the haulier should exploit to the full 
the personal service to the customer which, above all else, has permitted 
him to operate successfully, despite statutory and other difficulties. Road 
transport is necessarily more flexible than the railways. In addition, 
flexibility in organization and control is invariably greater in the small 
unit, unless decentralization of authority within a large group develops 
far beyond what is at present common practice. 


Haulier Must Retain Control 


Should the trunk portion of long hauls be increasingly sub-contracted 
to other agencies, such as the railways, overall control of traffic move- 
ment must remain with the haulier. He alone has daily contact with 
the customer, and by virtue of collection and delivery is familiar with 
the user’s precise needs. Voluntary co-operation should be encouraged 
when real benefits are to be derived by all three parties—the customer 
and both transport agencies. But such a policy should be approached 
with reasoned caution. 

Industrial production for the current year is expected to increase by 
at least 5 per cent. Given continuing expansion on a similar scale, trade 
and industry must inevitably require more goods to be moved. Post-war 
trends in distribution have been towards smaller lots delivered to an 
increasingly exacting timetable. Deliveries for which ample notice was 
formerly given are now required to be made overnight, and even to 
the minute by some industries wishing to match the tempo of their 
conveyor belts. 

More Quick Transport Needed 

There is every reason to believe that this tendency will continue. 
Further industrial expansion will require still more capital and factory 
space. Balancing economies may well necessitate further reductions in 
stocks and store rooms. To fill the gap there will be correspondingly 
greater demands for a transport service capable of consistently delivering 
loads matched in quantity and timing to the customer’s requirements, 
rather than to the operator’s convenience. 

Such work is eminently suited to road transport and hauliers should 
benefit from the expected expansion in national productivity. Although 
customers’ demands may necessitate still higher efficiency from the 
haulier, the trend will react unfavourably on less flexible forms of 
transport. 

Road transport must take full advantage of whatever operational 
benefits are to be derived from the use of motorways, interchangeable 
road-rail vehicles and containers. But it must never be party to any 
arrangement under which it would surrender that quality of flexibility 
and overall control of operation which has been its making in the past. 
This asset must be not only retained, but increasingly exploited. 
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Playing at Politics 


VENTS connected with last week’s opening of the 

flyover on the Great West Road in West London 
were both unfortunate and undignified. It is difficult 
to follow the reasoning that prompted the choice of a 
film star noted for her curves for the opening of a major 
project designed to straighten out the tortuous western 
exit from London. 

The statement attacking the Ministry of Transport 
issued by Mr. J. E. Dayton, joint managing director of 
the company responsible for the main constructional 
work, was even more lacking in good taste. Even if it 
were factually accurate in all respects, which the Ministry 
promptly denied, its timing could not fail to have 
political repercussions at a time when the General 
Election campaign was strongly under way. 

If the accusations of obstruction, delay and waste 
made by Mr. Dayton are true, they will cause grave 
disquiet in the country. Fault is to be found not so much 
with the charges laid as with their timing. Whilst the 
form of construction used may not have been the most 
modern, it may have been dictated by reasons other 
than the commercial. 

It is to be hoped that the Ministry of Transport 
will set the public mind at rest by taking Mr. Dayton’s 
allegations seriously and replying to them point by point. 
The catastrophe of Preston by-pass is too recent to 
allow complacency in the matter of expensive road 
projects. The public must be protected against waste, 
but it also expects the normal canons of good taste to 
be observed.

Sir William Black guides the destinies of some of 

the most significant enterprises in the British 
Commonwealth, I was conscious of some misgiving.

Sir William Black’s welcoming smile and warm hand- 
shake were the first corrective to such misapprehensions. 
The second was the face of Lord Brabazon gazing urbanely 
from a portrait above Sir William’s desk. “ Brab”™ has 
been known to take time off. He plays golf, too—with Sir 
William. So right from the beginning of the interview a 
comfortable, relaxed atmosphere pervaded that elegant 
Berkeley Square room. Sir William is easy to talk to. A 
tough man, obviously; but one whose mind swiftly grasps 
the inwardness of a subject and who is prepared to discuss 
it reflectively, logically and courteously. 

About the week-end work: “A man cannot keep on 
piling up homework,” he told me. “ There must be respite 
—gardening, for example, or golf.’

Transport of Delight 


ISTENING to Yehudi Menuhin at the Royal Festival Hall, 
I noticed Sir Gilmour Jenkins nearby. Now free from 
the cares of the Ministry of ‘Transport, he has accepted new 
responsibilities as chairman of the recently formed London 
Philharmonic Society. But these fresh pastures already seem 
to be acquiring a familiar look. Reporting on the Society's 
first efforts, he claims that they cannot afford to sell too many 
seats at reduced series prices. 
Season-ticket economics seemed particularly incongruous in 
the ethereal setting of the Mendelssohn violin concerto which 
was to follow. 


I asked him whether he thought an apprenticeship was 
the best way of starting a career today. What about 
Universities, management courses, those complicated 
aptitude tests that are so fashionable? Do these things give 
a man a better chance of getting to the top than if he 
Started as an apprentice? 

He has no dogmatic views on the subject. There are so 
many factors to be considered. Native ability, of course; 
character, certainly; technical knowledge; and luck. These 
are some of the ingredients of success which helped him to 
become a general manager 20 years after his apprenticeship, 
a director five years after that and now chairman of A.C.V. 
Sales, Ltd., chairman of A.E.C., Ltd., managing director of 
Associated Commercial Vehicles, Ltd., director of other 
companies and a leader in many other bodies—the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, for instance, and 
the National Research and Development Corporation. 

Sir William has much to say about luck. He believes in it. 
Good or bad, luck can make all the difference to a career 
Top management is always on the look-out for talent, but 
talent may be obscured by a crafty departmental manager 
who is reluctant to lose one of his clever young men. Good 
luck may reveal the talented one just at the right time. Bad 
luck may impel him to make what he believes to be an 
adroit sidestep—but at just the wrong moment. Sir William 
sees all this as complicated and imponderable. Technical 
knowledge he puts high among the desiderata. 

He himself studied hard in his spare time, even though 
he worked a 53-hour week. Pride in the job he puts at the 
very top. Without it, he is convinced, there can be no 
ultimate success. 


“ Our Willie Built That! ” 


He likes to tell a story which he describes as “ accurate 
enough.” During the launching of a ship there comes a 
brief moment of silence, a tense moment when eyes watch 
anxiously and few voices are heard. Once his mother 
accompanied him to the launching of a ship to which his 
*prentice hand had put some touches. In the silence her 
voice could be heard proclaiming, “ Our Willie built that! ” 
That, as he sees it, is the sort of pride in achievement with- 
out which no brilliant success is ever won. 

When I suggested that Britain lags in research in many 
spheres—including the motor industry—Sir William became 
emphatic. This country is right up in front, he is utterly 
confident, and British industry provides enormous scope, 
certainly no less than that of the United States, for the 
researcher. He is immensly proud of his chairmanship of 
the N.R.D.C.. 

“I like being chairman of people who are more 
intellectual than I am,” is the modest way he puts it. He 
spoke to me of that body’s achievements, particularly of 
the new Hovercraft, and said that here was proof positive 
of Britain’s pre-eminence in the research field 

As to management in general, he pooh-poohs the idea 
that top men spend long evenings reading complicated 
documents word for word. “ Look at this stuff,” he said, 
indicating a pile of papers on his desk. “ This one alone 
would mean ap hour’s close reading. Life is too short for 
that: I take a quick look, mark the salient points and return 
to them when the time seems appropriate. Or maybe I 
pass them to somebody else to deal with.” 

I can see that the people surrounding Sir William Black 
must be pretty competent. Is he a “ hirer and firer,” how- 


ever? I think not. Here in his own words is his idea of 
personnel management: “ Back ‘em or sack ‘em. A good 
man, I would say, to have at your back. H.C. 
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Lorry Thefts Soar: London 
the Country’s Black Spot 


“| WO- THERES of the total number of lorry thefts occur in the London 
area. Nearly all the thefts of vehicles or loads in the Metropolis occur 
near the docks and big markets. Many of those which happen outside the 


capital are the work of London gangs. 


In the first half of this year, 2,000 lorries or loads, valued at £275,000, 
were stolen in the Metropolitan Police District, compared with 1,600 
(£211,000) in the first six months of 1958. 


This information has been gathered by 
the vehicles security committee of the 
Road Haulage Association. Of 68,000 
cases of larceny from vehicles in England 
and Wales last year, they say, 32 per cent. 
occurred in the Metropolitan Police 
District. Some 6,500 of the 10,000 thefts 
of motor vehicles in England and Wales 
were also in that district. 

Nearly three-quarters of the thefts were 
of consumer goods. The following are 
the goods stolen and the percentages they 
represent of the total thefts reported: 
Food, 35; domestic electric appliances, 
10; textiles, clothing and shoes, 9; 
cigarettes and tobacco, 4; wines and 
spirits, 2; parcels, 2; other consumer 
goods, 12 (total 74); metal, 6; machinery, 
2; timber, 2; parts and accessories of the 
vehicle, 9; other, 7 (total 26). 

Although the vehicles are usually 
recovered, most of the loads disappear 
without trace. Thieves always steal those 
goods for which they know they have a 
ready market. Most vehicles are stolen 
when they are parked in a street or out- 
side a café, although many disappear 
from car parks. 

About 70 per cent. of thefts of vehicles 
happen between 6 p.m. and 6 a.m., the 
committee have found. Nevertheless, a 
significant proportion occurs’ while 
vehicles are temporarily stopped during 
the day. 

Immobilization and warning devices 
greatly reduce the risk of theft. An 
operator who sub-contracts the smaller 
part of his work fits security devices to 
his own vehicles, but cannot insist that 
the sub-contractor does so. In recent 
months there were only five thefts from 


his own vehicles, but the sub-contractor 
suffered 450 thefts of the principal’s goods 
in the same period. 

Other evidence of the value of security 
devices has been gained by the committee. 

Local carriers in London and long- 
distance hauliers from the provinces who 
run into the Metropolis are warned that 
they are particularly liable to theft. It 
is hoped that a list of parking places 
approved by the Metropolitan Police will 
be issued shortly. 


PROTESTS OVER B.R:S. 
SUSPENSION 

IRMINGHAM manufacturers have 

protested strongly against the sus- 
pension by B.R.S. (Parcels), Ltd, 
of collections during the last two 
weeks in September. One businessman 
described the action as “rash.” He said 
that it was made without consideration 
of the consequences for thousands of 
senders and recipients. 

The increase in parcels traffic in 
Birmingham in September was almost 
unprecedented, and parcels piled up 
awaiting attention at depots. 

The B.R.S. area manager, Mr. C. W. 
Bramford, said at Leicester last week 
that his decision to suspend collections 
was “ the very last resort.” ‘* We decided 
that it was the only way to clear the 
congestion. If we had not done that 
there would have been complete chaos,” 
he added. 

Mr. Bramford said that B.R.S. had 
tried to hire vehicles from about 20 
hauliers in the district, and that his men 
worked long hours of overtime and 
throughout week-ends. 


To Moscow in 34 Hours Running Time 
FROM JOHN MOON 


MOSCOW, Monday. 


AFTER covering 1,713 road miles in a Thames-Duple 20-seat coach in 

44 hours 57 minutes, I arrived in this city at 7.44 p.m. local time 
(4.44 p.m. G.M.T.) yesterday. As a member of a party of 17 I left Victoria 
Coach Station at 8.47 p.m. B.S.T. on Friday. The journey was completed 
in the incredible running time of 33 hours 48 minutes. The balance of the 
overall time was spent on the ferry from Dover to Ostend (a six-hour trip 


of 61 miles) and in frontier delays. 


The vehicle was extraordinarily comfortable—as good, indeed, as the 
large air-sprung coaches in which I have covered hundreds of miles in 
America. It cruised at 65 m.p.h. for many miles and averaged 51.16 m.p.h. 


for the entire journey. 


No mechanical failure was experienced. 


The outward journey was via Ostend, Brussels, Aachen, Diisseldorf, 
Hanover, Warsaw, Brest, Minsk and Moscow. We are returning by the 
same route and expect to arrive at Victoria Coach Station at 5.30 p.m. 
on Saturday. The trip has been arranged by the Ford Motor Co., Ltd., 
and Excelsior Tours, of Bournemouth. 
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Wages Council Give 
Holiday Concession 


NLY one of the four demands by the 
workers’ side for improved condi- 
tions was conceded immediately by the 
Road Haulage Wages Council last week. 
It was that a man who works on a 
customary holiday should be given a day 
off in lieu with pay, as well as double pay 
for working. on the holiday. This change 
will be incorporated in R.H.(67) and 
circulated to operators, and will later go 
to the Minister of Labour for ratification. 
It was agreed in principle that night 
work, for which an extra 8d. an hour is 
paid, should begin at 7 p.m., instead of 
9 p.m., and extend until 6 am. This 
proposal is unlikely to be incorporated in 
R.H.(67) because further discussion is 
required. The position of day workers 
whose tours of duty start or finish 
between 7 p.m. and 6 a.m. has to be 
clarified. They would not be entitled to 
the extra 8d. an hour. 

The two other claims were categorically 
refused. These were for the payment of 
time-and-a-quarter for the first three 
hours after 44 hours, instead of for the 
first six hours. The other was to delete 
from R.H.(66) any reference to workers 
other than regular workers. This would 
have compelled employers to pay casual 
workers for a guaranteed week. 


“ NORMAL-USER” APPEAL 
HEARD 


HE Transport Tribunal on Tuesday 

reserved their decision on an appeal 
which concerned breach of normal-user 
conditions. A. and E. Morris, Ltd., con- 
tested the West Midland Licensing 
Authority's deletion of two vehicles from 
their A licence. This was held to be a 
severe penalty which would “sterilize” 
until 1961 capital to the value of £6,000 
represented by the two vehicles. 

The company’s normal user stipulated 
a 50-mile radius, but vehicles had regu- 
larly been running to Scotland. Mr. 
J. R. C. Samuel-Gibbon, for the com- 
pany, said that there had been no 
question of secrecy. Vehicles bore 
advertising to the effect that they 
journeyed to Scotland. 

He felt that his clients had already 
suffered enough because the two deleted 
vehicles had been off the road for six 
months, and could not be the subject of 
an application for licence renewal for 
another two years. 

Mr. J. Edward Jones, for the British 
Transport Commission, who appeared as 
respondents, submitted that the company 
were still not certain about their normal- 
user conditions. He described the case 
as one in which entrants to the road- 
haulage industry apparently had no 
knowledge of its specialized character.

Mr. Hanlon had called on the company to show cause why special A 
licences for five vehicles should not be revoked or suspended because of 


weight discrepancies. 


British Railways and British Road Services, Ltd., 


objected to an application for a public A licence for the vehicles concerned. 


Mr. Croft said that at the original hear- 
ing, on November 25, 1958 (The Com- 
mercial Motor, November 28) the Licens- 
ing Authority tendered evidence from 
Guy Motors, Ltd., that the unladen 
weight of an Invincible chassis-cab was 
7 tons 12 cwt. It had since emerged that 
this was overstated by a ton. 

Of the five vehicles, three, the unladen 
weights of which were originally around 
54 tons, had been fitted with heavier 
tyres and springs and a second floor, 
involving increases of 1 ton 13 cwt., 1 ton 
16 cwt. and 2 tons 1 cwt. The other two 
hardly came within the scope of the 
inquiry. One involved an increase of 
14 cwt. and the other was 5 cwt. below 
the original special A weight. 

Much Correspondence 

Referring to a Mr. Block, an engineer 
employed by K. and B. Motors, Mr. 
Croft said that despite much correspon- 
dence, his claims regarding lightweight 
vehicles were not believed by Guy 
Motors until they had seen what could 
be done. 

Some of the ideas had since been incor- 
porated in the Guy Light Warrior speci- 
fied at 6 tons unladen with a payload of 
18 tons, one of which McPhees had 
bought. Unfortunately it would not carry 
18 tons of steel and heavy machinery 
without such damage as to make mainten- 
ance uneconomic. 

Alterations to McPhees’ other light 
eight-wheelers had been done by them- 
selves for the same reasons, and although 
Mr. McPhee, who was responsible for all 
these tragsactions, had since died, they 
had no reason to suppose there was any 
alteration by K. and B. after delivery. 


Vehicles Safer 


Mr. W. Armstrong, McPhees’ manager, 
said the vehicles had always carried from 
11-16 tons and were still doing so. The 
alterations had made the vehicles safer. 

Mr. P. Kershaw, for the British Trans- 
port Commission, said that in view of 
this statement and weighbills produced, 
there was no apparent increase in carry- 
ing capacity and the objection would 
be withdrawn. 

Mr. Hanlon commented that he did 
not believe a vehicle of 54 tons unladen 
was capable of carrying 16 tons. Makers’ 
specifications were approximately double 
the unladen weight. If these statements 
were being put as evidence, Mr. Block 
should be called. 


Mr. Croft replied that it was the 
Licensing Authority’s case and he should 
seek the information from K. and B. 
Motors. He added that he had not yet 
heard on what grounds Mr. Hanlon pro- 
posed to revoke or suspend the licences. 
There was nothing set out in the Licens- 
ing Authority’s letter and it was there- 
fore irregular. 

Mr. Hanlon said that it was on the 
question of a false statement of fact, or 
intention or expectation under Section 9 
(4) of the 1953 Act. It was impossible 
to tell which until the facts were known. 
All that was certain was the vehicles 
were being operated at a greater weight 
than specified. 

On the information from Guy Motors, 
the vehicles must have been altered. If 
a chassis-cab weighed 6 tons 11} cwt., 
how could it be registered, with a body, 
at 5 tons 9 cwt.? 

Asked whether he accepted the 
amended figures supplied by Guy 
Motors, Mr. Croft replied that he did 
not. 

Adjourning the inquiry, Mr. Hanlon 
said he was not going to let the case run 
on indefinitely, but the attendance of Mr. 
Block and a witness from Guy Motors 
would be sought. 
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Yorkshire Excursion 
Fight Reopens 


XCURSIONS of Heaps Tours, Ltd., 

Leeds, had been suffering falls in 
receipts and passengers for several years, 
and the company wished to arrest this 
trend, the Yorkshire Traffic Commis- 
sioners were told at Leeds on Tuesday 
On this basis, the company sought addi- 
tional tours, the amendment of certain 
excursions to allow morning, afternoon 
and evening operation and an increase of 
vehicle allowances during August Bank 
Holiday week. 

There were 10 objectors. Strong opposi- 
tion, particularly by the West Yorkshire 
Road Car Co., Ltd., was registered 

Mr. N. Beaumont, manager for the 
executors of S, Ledgard, said that the 
grant of local excursions with morning, 
afternoon or evening operation must 
abstract from parallel stage service. 

The two and three-day tours sought 
were opposed by Mr. J. T. Rogers, 
Rogers Motor Coaches, who said that he 
had operated 14 tours of this type in 
1959, There had previously been agree- 
ment with Heaps not to encroach in this 
limited field. 

Mr. J. M. Barr, for Wallace Arnold 
Tours, Ltd., described the application for 
part-day operations as a_ reduction of 
fares without evidence of demand, which 
would amount to legal undercutting. 
Questioned by Mr. C. D. Chapman, for 
Heaps, Mr. Barr agreed that his company 
had no monopoly or prescriptive rights to 
any destination and many points on both 
companies’ licenses were common 

Abstraction from West Yorkshire's 
Stage service, between Leeds and Brid- 
hagton, at the peak period could well 
lead to reduction or withdrawal, said 
Mr. J. Mellor. Excursion operators must 
not be allowed to bolster their receipts at 
the expense of all the year round oper- 
ators.

Tribunal Hear Echo of Extra-arle Case 


ET another case involving the addition 

of an axle and an increase in unladen 
weight came before the Transport 
Tribunal in London on Tuesday. S. Rush, 
Ltd., appealed against the Northern 
Licensing Authority’s refusal to vary an 
A licence by substituting a vehicle of 
5 tons 13 cwt. for one of 5 tons 2 cwt. 

Mr. T. H. Campbell Wardlaw, for S. 
Rush, Ltd., said that Mr. William Stubbs, 
who had acquired shares in the company, 
held a special A licence for a vehicle of 
5} tons. It was subsequently ascertained 
that the vehicle was being operated with 
an additional axle and at a weight of 74 
tons. When this became known, the Licen- 
sing Authority revoked the special A 
licence. An application by Mr. Stubbs 
for a public A licence for the vehicle was 
refused. 

Mr. Stubbs had later been granted a 
short-term licence to operate the vehicle 
which had been specified in the revoked 
licence. The short-term licence was due to 
expire on October 12, 1958, but the vehicle 
was still being operated on December 3. 


Mr. Stubbs said that he was under the 
impression that the licence was valid until 
the 10th day of the 12th month, instead 
of the 12th day of the 10th month. 

S. Rush, Ltd., then applied unsuccess- 
fully for a variation of the licence 

Sir Hubert Hull, president, said the 
Licensing Authority had prevented the 
company from operating any vehicle from 
the end of May this year. “We do not 
think we should impose so long a penalty 
of suspension as five months. We have 
come to the conclusion that the limited 
company has suffered at least as much as 
we should have made it suffer if we had 
heard the application,” he added. 

The Tribunal thought the licence should 
be granted to Rush for a vehicle not 
exceeding 5} tons. Having decided to 
refuse the application, the Authority 
removed from the existing licence the 
vehicle specified on it. There was no 
appeal. The Tribunal thought it was an 
unfortunate decision for which there 
appeared to be no good reasons

Inquiry Into Business Purchase: 
Nominal Licence Suspension 


T= part purchase of a haulage business in Belford, Northumberland, 
by Orrell and Brewster (Transport), Ltd., Gateshead, was the subject 


of inquiry at Newcastle upon Tyne on Monday. 


The company had no 


intention of operating from Belford and had removed the vehicles 46 miles 
to Gateshead, said Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, Northern Licensing Authority. 

If they had sought a change of base at the time there might have 
been objections, but interested parties were now faced with a fait accompli. 
The company were called to show cause why the licence should not be 


revoked or suspended. 


Mr. T. H. Campbell Wardlaw, for 


Orrell and Brewster, said that two 
vehicles were purchased from John 
Purves and Son (Belford), Ltd., in 


March, 1957. The base was then Blue 
Bell Farm, but in A pril, 1958, it was sold 
by auction at Berwick. The agreement 
and application forms were signed by 
Mr. Frank Orrell and a wide normal 
user was granted. 

Mr. F. Orrell died on July 21, 1958, 
and his son, Mr. T. Orrell, who took 
over, had no detailed knowledge of these 
events. The change should have been 
notified, but the company’s operations 
were countrywide and it made little 
material difference, said Mr. Wardlaw. 

Questioned by the Authority, Mr. T. 
Orrell said that during nationalization he 
worked with British Road Services and 
returned to the company in 1954. When 
the question of base was raised by the 
Authority, he had put it in the hands of 
the Road Haulage Association. So far 
as he knew, they had never carried for 
five customers in Northumberland who 
had supported the take-over application. 

Mr. Hanlon then questioned Mr. T. 
Orrell about three vehicles in the fleet 
licensed to carry fruit, furniture and paint 
within Northumberland, Durham and 
Yorkshire only. Mr. Orrell admitted that 
there had been a change in the normal 
user of the vehicles, and that they were 
being operated on trunk services as well 
as on local delivery. 


It was submitted that the inquiry 
was not concerned with any of the three 
vehicles referred to, but Mr. Hanlon said 
that he had to take them into account 
in dealing with the other matters. There 
had been a gradual change in the opera- 
tions of the three vehicles within the fleet, 
he was told, and that it seemed that the 
whole fleet was now engaged on the same 
sort of traffic. 

Giving his decision, Mr. Hanlon said 
that there were two matters before him. 
The first concerned the failure of the 
company to operate vehicles from the 
declared base at Belford. The second 
was that the company had not operated 
three vehicles in accordance with the 
declaration made. 

He felt that these matters could be 
dealt with by a comparatively nominal 
suspension, and directed that the licences 
be suspended for 14 days. “ This will 
wipe out the whole of these matters and 
all the difficulties which the firm have 
had in the past,” he added.

“A great research programme, not 
confined to ascertaining existing or pro- 
jected traffic movements, must precede 
any large-scale road programme. While 
this might be undertaken jointly by the 
Ministries of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment and Transport and the Board of 
Trade, a Ministry of Planning is required. 

“ Traffic is a planning problem. Any 
solution determined mainly by engineer- 
ing considerations, giving insufficient 
weight to planning and architecture, will 
be blindly destructive and cannot achieve 
its aims. 

“ Solving the traffic problem is a team 
job, in which the architect must play his 
part from the start. It is not the job of 
any one profession or skill. 

“The problem must be attacked simul- 
taneously from several directions. The 
means employed will include the creation 
of a new communications system in the 
cities as part of a programme of planned 
urban renewal, a more rational location 
of homes, workplaces, shopping and 
entertainment, and the attainment of a 
balance between the number of vehicles 
in use and the capacity of the roads and 
garages to accept them. 

“The price of freedom for everybody 
to use the motor vehicle is some restric- 
tion on its selfish, unreasonable, or waste- 
ful use by individuals.

Big Increase in Chemicals Traffic 


OLLOWING a large increase in the 

carriage of chemicals at the beginning 
of the year, Mr. E. Walker, Salford, 
applied before Mr. A. H. Jolliffe, North 
Western Deputy Licensing Authority, at 
Manchester last week for a_ B-licence 
variation. He wanted to carry food- 
stuffs, chemicals and linoleum for 
Shipping and _ Storage, Ltd., within 
100 miles. At present he was allowed 
to carry only foodstuffs within 40 miles 
and to and from Cumberland. 

Mr. Walker said that he had one A 
licensed vehicle which had been used to 
carry goods for the company, but with 
the increase in chemicals traffic this was 
not sufficient. Delays had resulted and 
at times he had to refuse work. Mr. 
M. Jackson, a director of Shipping and 
Storage, Ltd., said he found Mr. Walker’s 


services invaluable, but more facilities 
were needed. 

Replying to Mr. P. Kershaw, objecting 
for British Railways, Mr. Jackson said 
that they used the railways and if the 
application were granted this traffic 
would not be affected. Many customers 
had requested that linoleum be trans- 
ported by road because they had suffered 
damage to goods in the past. 

A railway representative said that they 
had ample facilities to carry chemicals 
as their traffic was declining. Mr. 
Kershaw submitted that the only reason 
for the application was an increase in 
chemicals, and there were already 
facilities for this traffic. 

Mr. Jolliffe, granting the application, 
said that he did not think it would harm 
anybody. 


Fire Officers See Latest Unimog 


NEW heavy-duty tender, the Uni- 

mog-S, was demonstrated by John 
Kerr and Co. (Manchester), Ltd., Kirkby, 
Liverpool, Mercedes-Benz distributors, at 
the annual joint conference of the Chief 
Fire Officers’ Association and _ the 
Institution of Fire Engineers at Brighton 
last week. 

This vehicle, intended for use as a 
rescue or fire tender in rough country, is 
said to be able to negotiate 1-in-1.4 
gradients, climb vertical steps 1 ft. 3} in. 
high, take narrow ditches and fords up 
to 2 ft. 74 in. deep, and traverse sand 
and marshland. It has a maximum side 
tilting angle of 42°. 

The Unimog-S, which is capable of 
60 m.p.h. on the open road, has a front 
cable winch which attains a _ tractive 
power of 3 tons. It can supply com- 


pressed air and can be fitted with an 
electricity generator. It is also suitable 
for snow clearing. Models available 
range from 1-8 tons capacity, the 
heaviest being fitted with a multi-fuel 
engine. 

The 14-ton model has a six-cylindered 
four-stroke engine with an output of 
85 gross b.h.p. The fully synchronized 
transmission has six forward gears, and 
after the separate reverse control has been 
engaged they all serve in reverse. Two- 
speed auxiliary creeping gear and front 
and rear power take-off shafts can be 
fitted. The front-wheel drive can be 
disconnected, and there is a differential 
lock on front and rear axles. This model 
has a compression ratio of 6.8:1 and 
was chosen to facilitate the use of 
reasonably priced fuel.

N.U.R. Plan Restriction on Roads 


ESTRICTION of A- and B-licence 
holders to certain areas and strict 
control of C-licence transport are pro- 
posed by the National Union of Railway- 
men in a plan for the co-ordination of 
road and rail, issued last week. 
C-licensees would be restricted, as to 
radius, and would have to prove need. 
The aim is to control long-distance 
haulage by C-licence vehicles. Special 
exemption would be granted to short- 
distance and light vehicles owned by 
ancillary users. C-licence operators would 


be allowed to do long-distance work so 
long as it did not conflict with the efficient 
use of national resources. 

The bulk of long-distance general traffic 
would go by rail, but hauliers would be 
allowed a limited sphere of operations. 

The Union called for interest-free 
Government -loans to. finance the 
modernization of the railways. Responsi- 
bility for paying interest on the original 
compensation stock should, they said, not 
be borne entirely by the British Transport 
Commission.

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Vehicles Left on Road 
Must Be Taxed 


AS a result of certain provisions in the 
Finance Act, 1959, all vehicles left 
standing on public roads for any period 
must, from now onwards, be licensed 
even though they are not being used in 
the ordinary sense 

This applies to vehicles which are laid 
up and which, because of lack of garage 
accommodation, are kept on the road as 
distinct from being driven. Vehicles may 
not be kept on public roads in 
under trade licences 

It is permissible for a four 
Wheeled agricultural tractor, while 
licensed at the £2 rate of duty, to be used 
on a public road to carry a load in 
removable appliance without liability to 
the goods rate of duty. The load must 
not have a plan area exceeding 7 sq. ft 
if carried at the front, or 15 sq. ft. if at 
the rear, and the radius of operation is 
restricted to within 15 miles of the 
owner's farm. 

Licence duty is not now payable on 
vehicles constructed solely for spreading 
material on roads to clear frost, ice oi 
snow. The weight limitation on trailers, 
and provision for the use of untreated 
grit, have also been removed. 


NEW ULSTER WAGE SCALE

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Random Accidents Seldom Occur: 
Police Opinion Contested 


CCIDENTS seldom occurred completely at random and without 
apparent cause, said Mr. J. T. Duff, senior traffic engineer of the 
Ministry of Transport, when he addressed the National Safety Congress 


in London on Wednesday. 


He could not agree with the view 
expressed in the manual on_ police 
driving instruction to the effect that com- 
paratively few accidents could be directly 
attributed to any particular road feature 
or vehicle defect. 

Measures which were designed 
primarily to reduce congestion generally 
resulted in fewer accidents. It was even 
possible to provide for moderately high- 
speed travel with safety by means “of 
properly designed motorways. Only 
rarely was the traffic engineer called 
upon to compromise between these two 
aims. 

Although it was argued that the 
primary responsibility for safety rested 
with the individual road user and the 
authority responsible for enforcing 
restrictions, the engineer also had a 
responsibility to ensure that the roads 
were inherently as safe as they could be 
made. 


Prohibiting Overtaking 

To overtake a vehicle travelling at 
60 m.p.h. on a two-lane road required 
forward visibility of some 2,000 ft. If 
overtaking were, in fact, prohibited 
where such visibility fell below that 
figure, normal traflic flow would be 
seriously hindered. 

fo achieve a compromise, an assump- 
tion was made which was becoming an 
increasingly common feature of the traffic 
engineer’s work. This was that under 
normal conditions about 85 per cent. of 
road users drove in a reasonable and 
prudent manner. The speeds of a fairly 
large sample of drivers were accordingly 
measured and that below which 85 per 
cent. travelled was known as “85 per- 
centile speed.” This could be of value 
in deciding when and where to apply a 
speed limit. 


Controversial Ground 


Although Mr. Duff admitted that he 
was treading on controversial ground, 
it was found that the 85 percentile speed 
on a 30-m.p.h. restricted road was about 
36 m.p.h., and in such a case it was 
probable that the 30-m.p.h. speed limit 
was unreasonably low. Where the limit 
had been raised to 40 m.p.h., as in the 
London area, there had been no change 
in the number of accidents recorded. 

The contribution traffic engineers were 
making to road safety might be judged 
by figures published by the Road 
Research Laboratory. Probable average 
percentage reductions in accidents rela- 
tive to various changes were noted as 
follows: 

No-waiting regulations, 30; improve- 
ments to street lighting, 35 (during hours 
of darkness); improvement of slippery 
roads, 80 (on wet roads); improved align- 
ment at bends, 70; improved visibility at

junctions, 30; provision of roundabouts, 
60; staggering of crossroads, 85; provi- 
sion of pedestrian guard rails, 10 (in 
pedestrian accidents); alterations to rural 
three-way junctions to make the turning 
movements less sharp, 50. 

Capt. Athelstan Popkess, chief 
constable of Nottingham, told the 
Congress that accidents were costing 
infinitely more in life and property than 
crime. The police must continue to be 
the spearhead of the road-safety move- 
ment and find ways of allocating 
resources of men and equipment to the 
work of traffic control and accident pre- 
vention proportionate to the injury which 
was being done to the community. 

Whilst road accidents were under con- 
stant review, he questioned whether such 
energies were being wisely directed and 
the emphasis placed where it belonged. 

The insane system which resulted in 
thousands of pedestrians and vehicles 
pouring into city streets simultaneously 
was at the root of the rush-hour accident 
problem. Working hours had to be 
staggered and the fullest flow of traffic 
secured on main arteries by the elimina- 
tion of all kerbside waiting at peak hours. 

Neither road accidents, congestion nor 
standing vehicles could be treated in 
isolation. They were inter-related aspects 
of the menace of the rush hour. Whilst 
there were more road accidents between 
5-6 p.m., it was between 10-11 p.m. when 
most people were killed. 

The Congress was held by the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Accidents.

HE unauthorized change of base of 

five lorries from Penrith to Dundee, 
more than two years ago, resulted in a 
penalty being imposed upon D. and D., 
Transport, Dundee, by Mr. Alex 
Robertson, Scottish Deputy Licensing 
Authority; at Dundee last week.

One 
of the better systems is the Eaton- 
Hendrickson rubber-suspension bogie, 
which has been on the market in 
Great Britain for over a year. It is 
popular in America, where it origi- 
nated, and is gaining ground in 
Australia. Sound engineering design 
ensures that the finished product 
resembles a factory-built chassis. 

Typical of this approach by the 
Eaton engineers is the Austin six- 
wheeled conversion which, rated by 
the Austin Motor Co., Ltd., for a 
maximum gross weight of 164 tons, 
can carry a payload of more than 
114 tons when equipped with a light- 
alloy platform body and can handle 
over 104 tons even when fitted with a 
heavy 18-cu.-yd. tipping body. The 
conversion was described in The 
Commercial Motor on June 19. 

So far as performance is concerned, 
direct comparison cannot be made 
between this chassis and the original 
7-ton conversion, because a test report 
of the Austin 7-tonner has not been 
published in The Commercial Motor. 
However, the results obtained with the 
vehicle as an Il-tonner were entirely 
satisfactory, bearing in mind the com- 
paratively small power unit.

The vehicle had an attractive laden 
fuel-consumption rate of 10.6 m.p.g., 
whilst its hill-climbing ability should 
be sufficient for a vehicle of this class. 
Braking, too, was good for a con- 
verted chassis. General handling left 
little to be desired, any tendency 
towards heavy steering, because of 
the high front-axle loading, being 
neutralized by the provision of power 
assistance. 

As this was the first time I had 
driven a vehicle with the current 
B.M.C. forward-control cab as fitted 
to the 7-ton and 5-ton chassis, I was 
interested to see the marked improve- 
ment in the design compared with the 
previous cab. Not only is its styling 
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more attractive, but it offers better 
driving conditions. 

The test vehicle had a Kennings 
18-cu.-yd. tipping body operated by an 
Autolifts M 14 F twin-ram front 
tipping gear. An Eaton 16500 two- 
speed axle was fitted, this being 
essential in view of the small power 
unit. Complete with full fuel tank, 
the tipper’s kerb weight was 53 tons, 
showing the body and gear to add 
1 ton 13 cwt. to the chassis and cab 
weight. 

It should be possible to install a 
17-ft. light-alloy platform body with- 
out the complete vehicle weight 
exceeding 4} tons. This would give 
a payload of about 114 tons—close on 
5 tons more than can be carried by 
the standard 7-tonner without exceed- 
ing the chassis makers’ maximum 
recommended gross weight. 

The lorry had been loaded with 
11 tons 2 cwt. of washed dry slack 
The front axle was carrying 2 tons 
9 cwt. of the payload, raising its load 


ing to 4 tons 17 cwt. with nobody in 
the cab. This relatively high front- 
axle loading led to some complication 
with regard to the front suspension 
when the conversion was first com- 
pleted, the standard front springs 
being overloaded well beyond the 
Austin recommended figure.

Good Fuel Consumption 

from Austin - Hendrickson

proved to be one of the best I have 
ever encountered, there being prac- 
tically no difference between the per- 
formance laden and unladen. A little 
more rule of thumb and a little less 
theory might improve the suspension 
of some other British vehicles. 

A fuel-consumption run was first 
made over six miles of the A6 road 
leading south from Derby into the 
Shardlow area.

necessary with the standard 7-ton 
chassis. 

The hill-climb test for temperature 
rise and brake fade was conducted up 
the mile-long hill known as Bondgate, 
which runs through the centre of 
Castle Donington. This has an 
average gradient in the region of | in 
16 and the ascent was made in an 
ambient temperature of 63° F. 

The climb occupied 54 minutes and 
for most of this time second-high and 
third-low were engaged. The lowest 
combination of ratios employed was 
first-high, which was used for approxi- 
mately a minute, during which time 
the minimum road speed was 9 m.p.h. 

Before making the climb the 
radiator coolant temperature was 
found to be 149° F., and the same 
temperature was recorded at the top 
of the hill. Obviously the thermostat 
had opened fully and the high fan 
speed resulting from the use of high 
engine revolutions in the lower ratios 
had served to keep the power unit 
well cooled. 

To check for brake-fade resistance, 
the six-wheeler was coasted down the 
hill in neutral at a speed of approxi- 
mately 20 m.p.h., the descent lasting 


nearly 3 minutes. On the way down 
BI? 


the engine was kept idling, but as 
there is no reservoir in the braking 
system little servo effect was being 
obtained after the first few applica- 
tions of the pedal. 

Thus the full-pressure stop made at 
the bottom of the hill—which pro- 
duced a Tapley meter figure of 32 per 
cent. from 20 m.p.h.—was made with 
no servo effect. Had the vehicle been 
equipped with a reservoir, so that full 
servo vacuum had been available, 
there would have been little or no 
reduction in maximum braking 
efficiency. As it was, the brakes were 
showing no signs of smoking or smell 
after this stop and the only impedi- 
ment to a higher figure was the effort 
that could be applied to the brake 
pedal. 

I was given to understand by Mr. L. 
Maxton, Kennings’ commercial-vehicle 
sales manager, that future conversions 
of this chassis are to incorporate a 
vacuum reservoir to give a reserve of 
braking power with a dead or idling 
engine. 

Having turned the  six-wheeler 
round, I took it up a 1-in-9 gradient 
known as Hillside, which runs off to 
the left from Bondgate. On this slope 
the vehicle was stopped and the hand 


brake held it safely without the need 
for help from the foot brake. A 
restart was only just accomplished in 
bottom gear, low axle ratio, the engine 
working at the top limit of its power. 
When facing down the hill it was 
impossible to restart in reverse-low, 
the slight difference between the 
bottom and reverse ratios of the 
B.M.C. gearbox being critical. 

The return to Derby was made the 
subject of a second fuel test over 
the same stretch of road. On this 
occasion the six miles were covered at 
an average speed of 24.5 m.p.h., the 
use of 5 pints of fuel indicating a 
consumption rate of 9.8 m.p.g. Com- 
bination of the two results gave an 
average figure of 10.6 m.p.g. 

At the end of the first day’s testing 
the borrowed payload was discharged 
at a coal tip. To approach this tip it 
was necessary to reverse up a slight 
gradient for a matter of some 20 yd. 
or so and at one stage the near-side 
driving wheel spun because of a 
mound of loose coal dust. I was able 
to “jump” the tipper past this 
obstruction, however, and the rest of 
the slope was climbed steadily. 

As usual with British tipping bodies. 
the tail-gate lock was difficult to 
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release, and before tipping the same 
difficulty was experienced in actuating 
4 ram-engagement valve in the cab, 
the control tending to stick out of all 
proportion to its size. — 

With the tipper empty, an unladen 
fuel test was Carried out on the second 
day over the same six-mile stretch of 
road. The 12-mile round trip resulted 
in average figures of 19.2 m.p.g. and 
27.7 m.p.h. 

Analysis of the laden and unladen 
figures indicates that an overall fuel 
figure of 13-14 m.p.g. should be 
obtained on typical coal-delivery work 
which entails running unladen on 
return journeys. This is an attractive 
figure which should help to offset the 
conversion cost quickly in view of 
the additional payload which can be 
carried. 

This Austin six-wheeled conversion 
is a pleasant vehicle to handle despite 
the need for frequent gear-changing 
on anything but perfectly flat roads. 
Fortunately, the gear-change is a good 
one, particularly considering the 
length of the lever and the absence of 
synchromesh. The steering is good, 
the hydraulic servo working smoothly 
and causing little wander, whilst 
retaining good castor action. 

With the engine running, braking is 
sufficient to meet all emergencies. 
Coasting is not advised unless a 
reservoir is fitted, because the pedal 
effort required becomes excessively 
great, particularly compared with the 
relatively light feel of the pedal when 
the engine exhauster is working. 


Minimized Roll 


When laden, the suspension was 
about average for a vehicle of this 
class and it was noted that the bogie 
layout minimized roll when cornering 
quickly, despite the high centre of 
gravity. As I have already com- 
mented, the unladen’ ride was 
exceptionally good for any class of 
vehicle, the nicely balanced front 
Suspension being helped by the almost 
complete absence of rear-end vertical 
movement which is a characteristic of 
the rubber suspension employed with 
the Hendrickson bogie. The height 
of the rear end of the frame rose by 
only | in. when the 11-tonm payload 
Was removed. 

his absence of vertical movement 
does not result in harshness. Wheel 
deflection is above average because of 
the action of the walking beams. 
Which allows a_ difference in hub 
height of some 84 in. on each side of 
the chassis without compressing the 
rubber “load cushions” beyond their 
normal thickness and without distort- 
ing the chassis frame. 
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A high degree of driving vision is 
given by the full-width one-piece 
wrap-round windscreen, but the 
standard circular rear-view mirrors 
were inadequate with the high-sided 
tipping body fitted to the test vehicle 
and I would have preferred deeper 
rectangular mirrors. 

A full series of maintenance tests 
was not carried out, as the chassis was 
basically similar to the Austin 5-ton 
forward-control oil-engined model 
introduced over four years ago. For 
normal maintenance procedures and 
times reference can be made to 
The Commercial Motor of August 26, 
1955. 

The principal differences between 
this vehicle and that tested in 1955 
concern the cab, the brakes and, of 
course, the rear bogie. So far as the 
cab is concerned, engine 
provided by a three-piece cowl. In 
the upper section of the cowl assembly 
there is a large hinged flap secured by 
a single Dzus fastener. This can be 
raised in 3 seconds and gives access 
to the oil filler, the fuel-pump bleeder 
screw and the lift-pump priming lever. 

The off-side cowl panel is held in 
place by three Dzus fasteners with 
finger wings, the panel _ taking 
5 seconds to remove. Access is then 
given to the complete fuel pump and 
the fuel filter, but the panel was 
difficult to replace because _ the 
fasteners did not line up with the 
holes, and | minute 9 seconds was 
spent in putting the panel back. The 
near-side panel is secured in the same 


access IS 
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way and proved just as difficult to 
replace. 

Seven self-tapping screws secure the 
upper cowl panel, which was removed 
in 55 seconds. Good access was then 
given to the air filter, the valve gear 
and the injectors, and replacement 
took 2 minutes. 

A good feature of the cab is the 
neat stowage for the electrical fuses 
and voltage-control box, these being 
mounted on the back of a_ hinged 
panel located ahead of the steering 
column. This panel is secured by a 
single Dzus fastener with a coin slot, 
and when the flap is folded down the 
fuses are particularly easy to reach. 


Brakes Easy to Set 

Brake-adjustment checks showed 
the present system to be appreciably 
easier to maintain than that fitted to 
the original 5-ton chassis, the Girling 
brakes having external adjusters. 
Thus, by jacking the front axle 
centrally so as to raise both wheels at 
once, both front brakes were adjusted 
in a total time of 2 minutes 
40 seconds, whilst only 2 minutes 
was spent on each rear axle. 

This particular vehicle was con- 
verted for Kennings, Ltd., by the 
Warrington Wheel Co., Ltd., Warring- 
ton, but one of Kennings’ larger 
workshops is being specially prepared 
under the egis of Mr. Maxton, so 
that future conversions can be carried 
out on the premises. It is hoped to 
be able to effect bogie conversions on 
new and old chassis within 5-10 days

consigned to the bonfire, some of the comments 

at have been made still have a significance. This 
applies also to some of the comments that have remained 
unsaid. Each political party published a manifesto in 
accordance with tradition. The general public took little 
notice, and preferred to pick up their own idea of the 
parties’ policies from other sources, mainly the Press and 
television. 

As the campaign warmed up, less and less was heard 
about nationalization, and virtually nothing about the 
threat overhanging long-distance road haulage. This does 
not meah that the threat was abandoned. The Socialists 
may have seen little point in stressing a minor item in 
their manifesto, directly affecting only a comparatively 
small section of the public. They had no comfort to give 
the haulier, who was merely the predestined victim, and 
they would’ have thought it a waste of time to solicit his 
vote. The general public cared nothing about the 
theoretical advantages of the transport integration that was 
scheduled to follow renationalization. 

Presumably, any political gain from the threat to the 
haulier would be expected from the drivers in the industry. 
They ought to be grateful to the Labour Party for the 
promise to restore public ownership. An Election provides 
the ideal opportunity for a statement of the benefits for 
which drivers might hope. What they were told in 1945 
could bear repetition after all these years. They would be 
free from the tyranny of the boss, and become part of a 
great national organization. They would be serving the 
state instead of mammon. There would be better wages 
and conditions, and an end to oppression. 

The Labour Party are fortunate in their relationship 
with a large number of road haulage drivers, as with 
many other workers. By no means every driver belongs 
to a trade union, but those who do are likely to be 
members of the Transport and General Workers’ Union. 
Traditionally and financially, the Union and the Labour 
Party are closely linked. There were 21 union candidates 
in the Election, and the Union gave every assistance in the 
campaign, in spite of differences of opinion on important 
points between union and party leaders. The T.G.W.U. 
therefore, were admirably suited to explain and justify to 
their members the Socialist plans for road haulage. 

Undisguised Purpose 

The medium was ready to hand in the form of the 
Union's official journal, Record. The October issue is, in 
fact, almost entirely concerned with the Election. Apart 
from information about Union candidates and one or two 
smaller items, there are no fewer than four articles, each in 
its own way having the undisguised purpose of making 
its readers vote Labour. 

The leading article, “The Sword of Deliverance,” 
attempts an indictment of Conservative policy and Con- 
servative practice. Mr. H. R. Nicholas, the assistant general 
secretary, writes under the heading “Why you should 
vote Labour.” He contrasts what he considers the 
deplorable Tory record with the Socialist promises on such 
things as houses, schools, health, agriculture and leisure. 
The Union leader, Mr. Frank Cousins, takes a similar line 
in a “message to all our members.” There is also a 
message from Mr. Hugh Gaitskell, in the course of which 


he says: “ Please remember how much it matters to Britain 
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W HILST most of the Election literature is now being 
th 


and to the world that we should drive out the Tories and 
put Labour back in power.” Finally, the chairman of the 
Union’s Parliamentary group, Mr. Tom Oswald, M_.P., 
traces yet again the differences between Conservative and 
Labour policy. 

Although the bias is obvious, the articles are not grossly 
offensive in tone, and in spite of some wearisome repeti- 
tions are not lacking in interest. What is startling is that, 
in a journal which has a readership largely among trans- 
port workers, there is no reference to the threat to 
renationalize long-distance road haulage. Mr. Nicholas 
approaches nearest to the subject. It is worth noting his 
exact words in their context: “It is imperative that a 
national fuel policy be applied, that we have an integrated 
transport system and that the steel industry be restored to 
public ownership to ensure its expansion and to give value 
for the tremendous sums of public money invested in it.” 


Airing a Word 

The statement lays far more stress on steel ‘than on 
transport, although this does not reflect the activities with 
which the members of Mr. Nicholas’ Union are chiefly 
concerned, Many of his readers may easily have failed 
to grasp the implications of his use of the word 
“integration.” It may suggest renationalization to any- 
body who happens to remember that the Labour manifesto 
promised to take back commercial road haulage and build 
it into “an integrated transport system.” Other people 
might imagine that the object of the reference to integra- 
tion is merely to give a favourite Socialist word an airing. 
Mr. Nicholas deliberately restricts to the steel industry any 
talk of restoration of public ownership. 

If the failure to mention renationalization in the election 
issue of Record was accidental, its significance is if any- 
thing heightened. To the Labour Party as such long- 
distance road haulage is an abstraction. The Union 
cannot find it so easy to take this Olympian view. To 
them the haulier is somebody they have met on any 
number of formal and informal occasions. The members 
of the Union on the wholé have a friendly feeling towards 
their employers rather than otherwise. It must have been 
easy for the writers of the articles, without consciously 
realizing it, to have forgotten that the haulier is marked 
down for destruction, and to have directed their attack 
towards some more distant and impersonal target. 

They can hardly have imagined that the driver was so 
convinced of the iniquity of his employer that no argument 
was needed. Election propaganda tends to play upon the 
beliefs that are held most strongly. Whatever the Party 
line, the Union knew they could not rouse the driver to 
enthusiasm by presenting a picture of the expulsion of 
his boss. 

Whatever may have been said in the past, it appears— 
when it is a question of getting down to cases—that the 
T.G.W.U. (unlike, say, the National Union of Railwaymen) 
are not keen on any further political interference in 
transport. They called upon their members to vote Labour 
for reasons that may be misguided but are not contempt- 
ible. The T.G.W.U. believe that a Labour Government 
will lead to a better world. They do not paint for the 
road haulage driver a rosy picture of the wonderful future 
renationalization holds for him. Perhaps they refrain 
because they know he would not believe them.

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Annual inspections of passenger vehicles and examina- 
tions for the issue of certificates of fitness are dealt ith 
in this, the second article in a series of three concerned 
with the work of Ministry of Transport vehicle examiners 
and certifying officers. The first of the series, describing 
the checking of goods vehicles, was published on 
September 18, and the third will appear on November 6. 
This will summarize defects noted and indicate how they 
may be avoided. 


Public Service Vehicle Annual 
Inspection—Large Operator 


S any operator of a public service vehicle is aware. 
Act of his vehicles is subject to an annual inspec- 

tion by a Ministry of Transport vehicle examiner. 
This is usually carried out on the operator’s own premises, 
and the inspections are additional to the certificate of 
fitness examinations done by the certifying officers at the 
appropriate intervals of anything up to seven years. 

Annual inspections are not usually made as spot checks. 
An examiner makes an appointment with the operator so 
that he can arrange for the vehicle to be out of service 
on the day in question. This may also give the operator 
time to prepare the vehicle if necessary. I witnessed two 
such inspections, one being of a double-deck bus operated 
by Birmingham Transport Department and the other a 
coach on the strength of an operator in Staffordshire. 

The examination of the Birmingham bus took place in 
Yardley Wood Garage, where there are 130 double- 
deckers based on varying makes of chassis. The particular 
vehicle inspected had a Daimler CVD6 chassis and a 
Metropolitan-Cammell all-metal S4-seat body. This bus 
was first placed in service on October 31, 1949; thus it 
was coming to the end of its second five-year certificate 
of fitness. 

Other than having been washed and the chassis cleaned, 
this vehicle had not been prepared for the examination 
and had been in service the previous day. I was amazed 
at its cleanliness and sound mechanical condition, both 
with respect to the bodywork and chassis. The vehicle 
was indeed a credit to its owners and the staff of the 
garage, who had not been warned of the visit and who 
had, therefore, not prepared the bus specially. 

Briefly, the examiner’s procedure started with taking

details of the bus, and then inspecting the body bot! 
inside and out. He next dealt with the driver's cab, con 
trols and switches, and then checked the engine. This was 
followed by a thorough chassis examination and, finally 
an inspection of the steering gear. After this the bus 
was taken out on to the road for checking body rattles 
noise and comfort, and braking tests 

Dealing with the inside of the bus first, the examiner 
commenced by making a surprisingly rapid but thorough 
visual and physical check for loose seats, grab rails and 
other fittings. Checks were then made as to the easy 
operation of the front window blind, ventilators, opening 
windows and the emergency exit, particular emphasis 
being placed on the correct lettering on the emergency 
window. 

A check was also made to ensure that all the bell pushe 
worked correctly, and it was in this respect that the only 
fault was found on the whole vehicle. The last driver of 
the bus had indulged in the common practice of putting 
some packing between the beil and its striker to quieten it 

Outside the bus the examiner checked that the rea: 
lights and reflectors were in order and again verified that 
the “ Emergency Exit ~ lettering was in place. Checks werc 
also made for loose body panels and screws, and whe 
passing up the side of the bus he assessed the strength and 
security of the guard rails 

While climbing into the driver's cab the examiner 
checked the operation of the door lock and the soundness 
of the door hinges. Sitting in the seat he assured himself 
of its mounting and mechanism and the operation of the 
hand brake and the driver's emergency window 


Turning to the electrical side, he inspected the fuses 
(pennies are sometimes found instead of fuse wire, but not 
in this case) and then proceeded to check that the saloon 
lights were working. At first | was baffled as to how 
he could see that the upper saloon lights were on, but 
discovered that he was making use of the reflection of 
these lights on buses parked each side of the one he was 
inspecting. 

Further examinations dealt with the instrument-panel 
illumination, horn, driving lights, direction indicators,

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mirrors, opening windscreen, and driver's rear blind. The 
examiner then walked round the front of the vehicle to 
judge the condition of the front-end metalwork, and next 
examined the engine, taking particular note that all cotter 
and split pins were in position in the injection-pump 
linkages, and that there were no loose pieces of equipment. 
General cleanliness was also observed, and while the 
bonnet was open a brief inspection was made of the upper 
end of the near-side front shock absorber. 

Descending into the pit the examiner started at the 
rear of the vehicle by inspecting the condition of -the 
underside of the platform, body framing, interior surfaces 
of the skirt panels and rearmost body mountings. 

Using a torch, he checked the rear-spring shackles and 
the automatic-lubricator pipes, and paid particular atten- 
tion to the condition of the shackle-pin cotters. To verify 
that none of the spring leaves was broken, the examiner 
held the torch obliquely to the springs so that the beam 
thus cast would show up any cracks. Brake linkages were 
then examined, as were the automatic adjusters and the 
thickness of the brake facings. As this bus had open-type 
brake assemblies, the examiner was also able to feel the 
insides of the drums for smoothness. 

As he passed forward he could inspect the condition 
of the chassis frame for rust and loose bolts, and forward 
of the rear axle he had a look at the underside of the skirt 
panels, guard rail brackets, silencer mountings and fuel- 
tank brackets. 

Close examination of the 
revealed them to be dry; 
indicated a possible acid leak. The automatic lubricator 
also was checked for leaks, after which a_ thorough 
examination of the rear propeller shaft was made, to the 
extent of seeing that all the nuts still had sharp corners. 

As he continued forward the examiner looked at ail 
the body mountings and the gearbox and dynamo mount- 
ing points, giving the dynamo-drive belts a check for 
condition and tightness. The forward propeller shaft 
received the same treatment as the rear, and inspections 
were made on the hand-brake and gear-change linkages 
(this bus had a Self-Changing Gears transmission), the 
vacuum-reservoir mountings, and the cleanliness and 
general condition of the main brake servo motor. He 
noted that all the dust covers were in place on this motor, 
so that its interior condition would be reasonably clean. 


Mountings Checked 

The rear engine mountings were then inspected, as were 
the forward body mountings, following which a complete 
check of the front suspension, steering arms, shock 
absorbers, brake linkages, brake facings, brake drums, 
pedal pivots, radiator mountings, and forward engine 
mountings was carried out. The absence of oil and water 
leaks was noted. 

One of the department's fitters then raised the front 
axle on jacks and the steering was put on to full right 
lock to enable the examiner to inspect the off-side front 
body outrigger brackets, local electrical cables, the security 
of the shackle-pin cotters, the condition of the brake hose, 
the cottering of the hand-brake ratchet pawl, the security 
of the drop arm, and, from the other side of the vehicle, 
the near-side front wing mounting. 

After the examiner had checked the axle stops, the 
front wheels were then put on full left lock and an inspec- 
tion was carried out on the near-side-front brake servo, 
linkages and hose. Steering back-lash was found to be 


underside of the batteries 
any moisture would have 


nil, and free movement in the wheel bearings and king 
pins was negligible, the examiner using a lever to rock 
the wheels for this purpose. 
During the course of this inspection, it was discovered 
BI8 
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that the near-side front brake had been taken up too far 
by the automatic adjuster, and this had to be slackened 
off before the examiner could check the wheel bearings. 

This completed the static inspections, and the bus was 
then taken on to the road to ascertain the general degree 
of comfort and noise level and carry out brake tests. 
These were made from 20 m.p.h., the examiner having 
attached a Tapley meter to the rear body bulkhead 
adjacent to the loading platform. With the foot brake, 
67-per-cent. efficiency was achieved, 34 per cent. being 
obtained with the hand brake. 

On returning to the garage, the examiner again went 
beneath the chassis to verify that movement of the springs 
on the road had not revealed any broken leaves and, this 
being done, the examination was complete. It had lasted 
exactly an hour. 


Public Service Vehicle Inspection 
Small Operator 


N the afternoon of the same day | joined another 

examiner who had arranged to conduct an annual 
inspection on a Foden 35-seat coach. This, like the 
Birmingham bus, was almost 10 years old. The chassis 
had a Gardner 6LW engine and the composite body had 
been built by Bellhouse Hartwell. 

The vehicle was one of a fleet of 15 owned by the 
operator, and had been bought in used condition. It was 
mainly engaged in workmen’s transport in colliery areas. 
For this reason, the coach was by no means up to luxury 
standards and, furthermore, it was not remarkably clean. 
The operator apologized for this, and explained that his 
steam-cleaning apparatus was temporarily out of action. 

Before starting the annual inspection, the.examiner gave 
a clearance check to a 1955 Commer 4l-seat coach; this, 
on his previous visit, had been given a P.S.V.102 vehicle 
inspection report, which notifies the operator of various 
defects. This report is intended as a help to the operaton, 
being a record of defects found which are not serious 
enough to justify suspension of the public service vehicle 
licence. If serious defects are found, an operator is handed 
a P.S.V.71, which has the effect of suspending the licence, 
removal of such suspension being notified by means of a 
P.S.V.72 issued by the examiner when the vehicle has 
been brought up to scratch. 

In the case of the Commer, the initial examination had 
revealed that the steering-box mounting bolts were slightly 
loose, allowing column rock: the rubber grommets support- 
ing the hand-brake rod were badly worn: and some bolts 
were missing from a flitch plate forming part of the 
luggage-boot underframing. These defects had been recti- 
fied by the time of our visit, so the coach was cleared 
and the P.S.V.102 was signed to this effect. 

As with the Birmingham bus, the vehicle examiner 
began his inspection of the Foden coach by investigating 
the condition of the body interior. This revealed that 
some interior lights were not working, that one was missing 
altogether, and that two went out when the luggage rack 
was Shaken. One of the seats was loose and another was 
completely missing, whilst all the sliding windows were 
stiff to operate and none of the bell pushes worked. 

There was no lettering on the outside of the emergency 
door, and its slam pillar was loose at its lower end. The 
main body framing was checked next, the method used 
being for the examiner, standing sideways, to grasp the 
top of two seats on the same side of the body, put his 
foot up against the waist rail and shove as hard as possible. 

Frequently this treatment is found to produce a con- 
siderable bow in composite-construction bodies (although

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not in this case), and it has been known for a vehicle to 
be put out of service because the bow in the body side 
was sufficient to make the vehicle over-width. 

The under-chassis examination revealed that the steering 
arms, Which should be polished bright to reveal cracks, 
were rusty: the exhaust tailpipe was holed: the batteries 
showed signs of moisture: and the rear propeller shaft 
flange was loose. 

After steering checks, the coach was taken out for brake 
tests. A foot-brake stop from 20 m.p.h. with the engine 
running gave a Tapley meter figure of 76 per cent., and a 
second check was then made with the engine stopped 
(with this Foden system there was no braking boost with 
a dead engine), and this produced a Tapley meter reading 
of 35 per cent., which was passable in the circumstances. 
The hand brake gave 28 per cent. 

As a result of this inspection, the operator was handed 
a P.S.V.102, and so was able to continue to operate the 
vehicle while he had the necessary repairs carried out. 

The results of any passenger-vehicle examination are 
recorded on an internal form (P.S.V.32) kept at the local 
Ministry office, so that there is a permanent record of 
every annual inspection. 


Certificate of Fitness 
Inspection 


O witness a certificate of fitness inspection, | accom- 

panied one of the West Midland Traffic Area certify- 
ing officers to the Lea Hall garage of Birmingham 
Transport Department. There, prior notice had been 
received that a double-decker, JOJ 23, was to be inspected. 
This is a 54-seater with Metropolitan-Cammell bodywork 
on a Daimler CVD.6 chassis. Ten years old, it was to 
undergo its third certificate inspection 

For this the certifying officer had the assistance of a 
vehicle examiner who was present to ensure the accuracy 
of measurements and so on. The examination followed 
the general lines of an annual inspection, but in addition 
the officer had to be satisfied that the vehicle conformed 
in all respects to the Conditions of Fitness Regulations. 

There are, in all, 50 regulations made under the Road 
Traffic Act, 1930, covering design, dimensions, weights, 
stability, and the general construction of both chassis and 
body. The certifying officer has to verify that all these 
are complied with, in addition to seeing that the vehicle is 
in a sound and roadworthy condition. Some of the regula- 
tions are a little complicated by the fact that parts of 
them apply to vehicles first registered before or after 
certain dates, and the provisos contained in them have to 
be considered according to the age of the vehicle. 

Starting with the body, the officer whom I was watching 
measured the entrance and steps, gangways, internal 
heights of each saloon, distances between seats, and the 
emergency. door dimensions. A note was taken of the 
number and position of bell pushes, lights and ventilators, 
and the condition and security of all parts were checked. 
Seating comfort was given particular attention. 

Certifying officers are for the most part in full agree- 
ment as to the application of the regulations, and it is 
only on detail matters that divergence of views may be 
found. The difference in application arises from the form 
of wording of the regulations, which may give rise to 
individual opinions. 

However, at their conferences, which are held every six 
months, conflicting views are usually reconciled. For 
example, the regulations, when dealing with bell pushes, 
merely state that an efficient means shall be provided to 
enable passengers on any deck to signal to the driver. It is 
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up to a certifying officer to decide whether there are suffi- 
cient bell pushes and whether they are conveniently sited 

I was interested to learn that a certifying officer, when 
checking that windows are of toughened safety glass, can 
employ spectacles with polarized lenses which reveal the 
type of glass if no markings are present. In any event, it 
is really up to the operator to satisfy the officer that the 
glass is of a safety variety. 

Another point concerning windows as covered by 
Regulation 39 was that the Birmingham officer regarded 
as essential some form of transverse grab rail running 
adjacent to the forward windows of each deck, these being 
useful for passengers to hold to avoid being thrown 
against the glass should violent braking be necessary. 

Following his thorough examination of both saloons, 
the officer went doWn to the pit to inspect the chassis, 
and he followed a similar routine to that used for an 
annual examination. Some points required attention. For 
example, the nuts securing the steering arms were split- 
pinned only. This could allow the studs to work loose in 
the manner of set pins, and for safety the officer con- 
sidered that the studs should be wired together to prevent 
their individual movement (wiring is employed by most 
manufacturers at these points nowadays). 

The question of locking nuts is another point where 
an officer has some latitude in respect of the regulations 
The 1958 Regulations allow the use of proprietary types 
of self-locking nut, and whilst the officer whose work | 
was witnessing was prepared to accept them on some 
components, he considered that on brake linkages, which 
are subject to appreciable vibration, castellated nuts and 
split pins should be fitted. 

After the pit inspection, exterior dimensions were marked 
on the floor with the aid of a plumb bob and chalk. These 
dimensions consisted of the overall length and width, 
Wheelbase, rear overhang, wheel tracks, guard-rail height 
and ground clearance. Tyre sizes and ratings were noted 
and considered in relation to the total laden weight o/ 
the vehicle. 


Brakes Tested 

When this work inside the garage was completed, a 
road test was undertaken and the efficiency of the brakes 
measured and recorded. 

To cover the points requiring attention, the officer issuea 
a form, P.S.V.131, on which they were itemized; the 
form also advised the operator of the proposed 
period of the new certificate. The discretionary powers 
of an officer must, of course, where no specific dimensions 
are quoted, give rise to differences of opinion regarding the 
precise application of regulations. The Act recognizes this 
and any operator who feels aggrieved by a decision of an 
officer can appeal to the Minister 

When rectification has been completed and the pro- 
posed period of certification agreed, the P.S.V.131 is 
cleared. Its details are recorded on the report which 
contains all particulars of that vehicle, and a certificate 1s 
prepared and signed by the officer for issue to the operator. 

Watching this inspection convinced me that this officer 
at any rate was particularly fair in his assessments of the 
condition of the vehicle, especially in view of the latitude 
existing in many sections of the regulations. Powers of 
certifying officers are quite broad, however: if, for example 
he suspects that the framing of a vehicle with a composite 
body is defective, he may require that panels be removed 
to verify the condition of the timber. Thus there is little 
that escapes the certifying officer, but similarly little of 
which an operator need be afraid if he has maintained his 
vehicle in accordance with the general interests of public 
safety and passenger comfort 
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Significant Licensing Cases 





Lack of Uniformity 
with Normal Users 


IFFERING' views held by 

D Licensing Authorities on normal 

users continue to cause concern. 

Complaints of preferential treatment 
arise when there is a lack of uniformity 
in dealing with transgressions. It does 
not appear that justice is always served 
when penalties are sometimes inflicted 
and in other cases not at all, although it 
is admitted that each case must be 
dealt with on its own merits. 

Applications made last month in the 
Yorkshire and North Western Areas illu- 
strate this point. A complete change of 
normal user was involved in each. At 
Manchester, Messrs. G. Plant, Maccles- 
field, applied to Mr. A. H, Jolliffe, North 
Western Deputy Licensing Authority, for 
the renewal of their A licence for two 
vehicles. The normal user was for the 
transport of meat, but the applicants 
sought to justify a change to the carriage 
of steel. 

The British Transport Commission 
were the objectors. Mr. Jolliffe was told 
that the applicants had lost their meat 
business in 1955 because of the dissolu- 
tion of the Meat Transport Organization. 
This occurred soon after the purchase of 
suitable vehicles, and efforts to retain 
meat traffic were unsuccessful. 

The vehicles were then modified to 
carry steel, and such loads, carried over 
long distances, now amounted to 80-90 
per cent. of the applicants’ work. It was 
therefore desired to modify the normal 
user, and evidence was produced that 
customers would be greatly inconveni- 
enced if they were deprived of the 
vehicles. 

Financial Advantage 

Argument advanced by the Commis- 
sion was that Messrs. Plant had gained 
a great financial advantage from the 
change and should have surrendered their 
licence and applied for a new one earlier. 
On October 1, Mr. Jolliffe announced the 
suspension of the two vehicles for three 
months. He was, however, satisfied that 
there was sufficient evidence of need, and 
would renew the licence after the period 
of suspension. 

The Yorkshire case was unusual and 
demonstrated the advantages of turning a 
haulage business into a limited-liability 
company. V. Wainwright and Co., Ltd., 
Barnsley, sought to renew an A licence 
for three vehicles and faced opposition 
from the B.T.C. 

Before the war the business was of the 
“ one-man ” kind, and miners’ home coal 
was carried within a_ small radius. 
Operations grew after the war and a 
limited-liability company was formed in 
1948, at which time the normal user was 
“coal, hardware and general goods 
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within 50 miles of Barnsley and occa- 
sionally to London and coastal towns.” 

Soon afterwards, the company’s shares 
were acquired by a clearing house, who 
proceeded to employ the _ vehicles 
throughout the country. As only the 
shares changed hands, it was not neces- 
sary to apply to the Yorkshire Licensing 
Authority to take over the business as 
Wainwright still held the licence. 

No change of user was disclosed when 
the licence was renewed in 1953. But, 
in 1957, an application was made to sub- 
stitute a vehicle and an amended user 
tantamount to “general goods, Great 
Britain” was declared. As no increase 
in unladen weight was involved, the case 
was not called to public inquiry and was 
dealt with in the Authority's office. Pos- 
sible objectors were thus unaware that 
there had been a change of activity and, 
in any case, had no right of objection 
at that juncture. 

Next, the company was sold to a 
group of haulage undertakings who 
eventually applied for a renewal of the 
licence. The vehicles were merged into 
a large fleet and the new owners sought 
a change of normal user to the condi- 
tions applying to the remainder of their 
vehicles. 

“ Complete Mockery ” 

The Commission’s solicitor described 
the application and the transactions 
which preceded it as a complete mockery 
of the licensing procedure. The various 
purchasers of the shares in the Wain- 
wright concern had escaped having to 
come before the Authority to justify 
taking it over and disclosing the normal 
user. The nature of the work had been 
changed without sanction. 

Mr. J. H. A. Randolph, Yorkshire 
Deputy Licensing Authority, took the 
view that the licence should be renewed 
and inflicted no penalty. He admitted 
that there had been a complete change 
of normal user and that the circumstances 
were peculiar. The evidence, however, 
showed that the vehicles were fully 
employed. 

Common aspects of both these cases 
were that the two businesses had been 
carried on for a number of years contrary 
to the stipulated normal user with, 
probably, substantial financial advantage. 
Also, there was evidence that customers 
would suffer if the licences were not 
renewed. 

The law clearly states that the interests 
of customers come first and those of 
hauliers second, but that one operator 
should be penalized and another not can 
hardly be considered just. Those who 
have not troubled to keep abreast of 
current interpretation of the law should 
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not be allowed to “ get away with it” to 
the detriment of those who keep within 
their licence conditions. 

The Transport Tribunal have laid 
down that an operator must, even during 
the currency of a licence, surrender it 
and apply for a new one if there is a 
change of user, and that breaches of the 
law, even if committed in ignorance, 
must incur some penalty. Perhaps the 
Pike and Roberts appeals, which are 
supported by the Road Haulage Associa- 
tion, will clarify this situation. At the 
moment it seems that no clear-cut 
principles are followed when decisions 
are arrived at. 


Delays Did 
Not Impress 


T seems that Mr. W. P. James, West 
Midland Licensing Authority, was 
not impressed by complaints of late 
deliveries and collections when he gave 
his decision to add only two instead 
of 16 vehicles to the fleet of Collins 

Express Parcel Service, Ltd. 

The two vehicles allowed were for 
dealing with traffic transferred from cus- 
tomers’ own vehicles. On this point, Mr, 
James referred to appeal decisions 
relating to the transfer of loads from 
ancillary and contract-A vehicles to A- 
or B-licence vehicles. These indicated 
that some weight should be given to the 
wishes of customers when assessing 
evidence. 

Collins had asserted that the running of 
a parcels service could not be related to 
statistics because so much depended upon 
the places to which vehicles were required 
to go to collect and deliver. 

Complaints are part of the daily life of 
a large parcels organization, and it would 
seem from this case that when more 
vehicles are required it would be better 
to base an application on an expansion of 
trade rather than delays incurred in deal- 
ing with an existing volume of business. 

The solicitor for the British Transport 
Commission, who objected, must be well 
satisfied with the decision. He had sug- 
gested that the company’s needs could be 
covered by half the vehicles applied for. 


Drivers Must Be 
Controlled 


RE hauliers at the mercy of their 
drivers in the matter of adhering 
to the regulations concerning working 
hours and keeping of records? Maj. 
F. S. Eastwood, Yorkshire Licensing 

Authority, does not think so. 

At an inquiry in Leeds, when he had 
to consider taking action against Henry 
Long (Manningham), Ltd., following 
convictions for offences arising from the 
keeping of records, a director of the 
company said that since the war they had 
experienced much difficulty in controlling 
their drivers. Thirty-five vehicles were 
employed, mainly for a textile concern, 
running between Flint and the West 
Riding.

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[he witness explained that Servis 
recorders had been fitted on a number of 
vehicles after the war. The fleet was 
nationalized, but when it was re- 
purchased as a unit British Road Services 
did not return the instruments. After 
two prosecutions, the company put 
ecorders on 24 of their vehicles at a cost 
of £300. 

Between April 1-September 5 this year, 
however, 13 drivers and 15 mates walked 
out because they said they objected to 
being spied on. Men were then required 
to report to the office by telephone, 
making reverse-charge calls, so that the 
employers could check their whereabouts. 
This resulted in a heavy rise in the 
company’s telephone bill. Wages had 
also increased by 8 per cent The 
customer, however, would not accept any 
advance in rates. 

No stranger to haulage management, 
Maj. Eastwood remarked that he would 
have thought that an _ old-established 
company, who had been prosecuted in 
1956 as well, would have taken such 
measures long before. Servis recorders 
were nothing new, he said, and recalled 
that he had put 180 of them in a fleet in 
1932. There had been no trouble with 
drivers as he had arranged with the union 
beforehand. He was unable to under- 
stand why the haulage industry did not 
accept the transfer-call system and insist 
upon drivers using it when reporting in 
the evening. 

There are other ways in which drivers 
can be controlled, as many hauliers have 
discovered when tackling this problem 
It should be realized that there is no 
excuse for half measures when lack of 
control can have serious consequences 


How Many Car 
Transporters? 
IFFICULTY in assessing the need 
for extra car transporters faces 

Licensing Authorities following the 

decision that these vehicles require A 

or B licences. In the North Western 

Area, an applicant at Preston last week 

said that a Midlands organization had 

offered to hire him 24 licensed trans- 
porters. 

Mr. W. P. James, West Midland Licen 
sing authority, has had many applications 
for such vehicles to be acquired because of 
hold-ups in delivery. He has indicated 
that further inquiries may be necessary 
unless grants are taken up within specified 
times. If there becomes a surplus of trans- 
porters in the West Midlands, future appli- 
cants may find it hard to convince Mr. 
James of need for additions. 


Why Do They 
Object? 


|" is sometimes hard to fathom what 

is in the mind of the British Transport 
Commission when they make certain 
objections. A case in point was that 
of Mr. W.S. Field, Wick, near Bristol, 
who applied for a B-licence variation 
to Mr. S. W. Nelson, Western Licensing 
Authority, in September.

The public often get the impression that 
hauliers are enjoying fat rates when the 
reverse is the case. Publicity is given to 
increases recommended by the Road 
Haulage Association, but it is obviously 
impossible to broadcast decreases or 
refusals by customers to accept advances. 


Many small buses now being put on 
the road are not for stage-carriage 
work. They are being used without 
licences by private-party operators, and 
eat into the traffic relied upon by bus 
operators to subsidize unremunerauve 
routes. 


There is still a lack of objections to 
applications by the British Transport 
Commission. These result in many small 
gains which in the aggregate must amount 
to a substantial tonnage.

The agreed amendment was goods for 
Douglas as required, general goods on 
return journeys for delivery en route or 
within 20 miles of base.. and general 
goods 75 miles. 

It is difficult to see how such an agree- 
ment benefited the objectors The 
inference is that they were unable to pro- 
vide alternative services or to justify their 
opposition. 


How to Silence 
the B.T.C. 


HE British Transport Commission 
seem to be effectively sileneed when 
there is any question of a possible loss 
of traffic to them, although they are 
sticklers on questions of principle when 
their own interests are not involved 
Harper and Mylrea, Ltd.. Liverpool, 
who were stated to be big customers of 
the B.T.C., successfully applied for wide 
normal-user terms and had no opposition 
from the Commission. The company said 
that they ran a regular service over a 
large area by hired vehicles and one of 
their own. It was argued that the normal 
user for their vehicle should refer to the 
whole area covered by the service,

Be Withdrawn

In 1956, the company had been granted 
a licence for a vehicle to be acquired 
and a notice to this effect had been pub 
lished in ‘Applications and Detisions. The 
grant could therefore be revoked or with 
drawn only in certain circumstances. M 
Hanlon thought that a Licensing Autho 
ity could give notice that a grant could be 
withdrawn if it were not taken up in 
reasonable time, and that the with 
drawal could be published 

Licences are granted on evidence of 
need. It is not clear what would happen 
if another operator applied to do work 
for which a successful applicant had been 
granted a vehicle but had not taken it 
up. At least one Licensing Authority 
thinks that he would be justified in grant- 
ing such a later application and revoking 
the original one on the ground of a false 
Statement of intention 

Some Authorities send out reminders 
when grants concerning vehicles to be 
:cquired are not taken up within 
reasonable period. It is generally agreed 
that little can be done until the licence 
expires, but one view is that the appl 
cation for renewal should include the 
vehicle involved and then objection 
could be invited

Consent

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Mobile Dynamometer for M.LR.A. vise!" 


O augment a conventional trailer-type 
vehicle dynamometer in use since 
1949, the Motor Industry Research Asso- 
ciation, Lindley, have put into service a 
large, self-propelled unit for testing heavy 
vehicles. The dynamometer is based on 
a Scammell Constructor 6 x 4 chassis 
powered by the Leyland 11.1-litre six- 
cylindered oil engine. 

Twelve forward speeds are provided 
for the vehicle by the use of a six-speed 
main gearbox and a two-speed transfer 
gearbox, which also distributes the drive 
to the two rear axles. In addition, a 
power take-off gearbox is_ situated 
between the main gearbox and the clutch. 

From the power take-off two 
generators are driven through chains. 
Each generator is capable of absorbing 
100-125 h.p. and their output is dissipated 
by four large resistors. A small air- 
cooled oil engine is used to drive an 
auxiliary generator which supplies the 
current for the field windings of the main 
generators. 

When in use as a dynamometer the 
driving clutch of the vehicle is kept 
permanently disengaged and the power 
take-off is brought into action. There- 
fore, the generators are driven direct 
from the road wheels through the trans- 
mission, which provides 12 speeds in this 
reverse condition also. Thus it is 
possible to adjust power absorption in 
two ways: by changing speed in the 





transmission and by alternating the field 
strength of the generators. The dynamo- 
meter is capable of absorbing 250 h.p. 
at road speeds from 3-30 m.p.h. 

The drawbar fitted can be varied in 
height and incorporates strain gauges to 
measure pull on the dynamometer. A 
Wheatstone - bridge and galvanometer 
system gives calibrated load readings, the 
maximum value for which is in the order 
of 20 tons. The readings are presented 








ESIGN trends that may have an 

application to commercial 
vehicles are represented by two new 
private cars, writes P. A. C. Brocking- 
ton. An outstanding engine design 
feature of the new Ford Anglia car 
is the use of a hollow cast-iron crank- 
shaft giving great rigidity. The impor- 
tance of this feature is directly related 
to the use of a very short stroke 
(1.906 in.), which is less than 60 per 
cent. of the bore (3.187 in.). 

An acknowledged disadvantage of 
employing a short stroke is that it 
increases the length of the crankshaft 
for a given engine capacity, which 
tends to introduce torsional instability.

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Underground Deliveries in London? 


LTHOUGH London Transport never fail to miss an 

Opportunity to complain about the effect of traffic 
congestion upon their buses, they have a chance of 
alleviating it. Why cannot certain Underground stations 
be modified for the handling of goods? 

An obvious advantage is that there is at least one 
station in every shopping area covered by the system. In 
Oxford Street there are four. Nearly every morning, east- 
bound traffic is squeezed to a single line at St. Giles 
Circus by a caterer’s van parked near the traffic lights, 
yet Tottenham Court Road station is a few yards away. 

What I envisage is an extension of the platform of the 
station at which a goods van tacked on to a passenger 
train would draw up. With modern appliances it could 
be unloaded at least as quickly as passengers take to get in 
and out, and the goods could be taken to the surface by 
a conveyor—right into shop premises if required. 

Such a service could make a profit. Are there any 
really fundamental objections to what seems to me, at 
least, to be a feasible physical proposition?

in this series of articles, persistent use of terms relevant to 

standing and running costs of commercial vehicles is 
naturally unavoidable. Whilst these will be familiar to regular 
readers, requests continue to be received for a fuller explana- 
tion of both the terms and underlying principles, as distinct 
from the actual operating costs likely to be expected from the 
various types of vehicle. 

Costing of commercial vehicles can be used for several 
purposes. Even before a vehicle is acquired, costing provides 
the only prudent means for ascertaining whether it will be wise 
to begin to operate, or whether, in the case of a trader, he will 
be better advised to hire a haulier. 

Both before and during operation, costs should be the basis 
of rates, even though other factors must be taken into account. 
A third, and equally important, aspect is that costing provides 
the only real yardstick by which efficiency of current operations 
can be measured, whilst at the same time pointing to the 
possibility of future economies. This use of costing is facili- 
tated by comparisons with standard tables, such as “‘ The 
Commercial Motor’ Tables of Operating Costs.” 

The fact that past, present and future operations are involved 
can cause confusion if the distinction is not fully understood. 
Both the professional haulier and many ancillary users are 
regularly required to quote either rates or actual costs for 
particular collections or deliveries. 


[* citing examples of the operating costs of specific vehicles 


Practical Experience 


Although such estimates would relate to the future, they can 
be accurately made only by reference to past operations with 
the types of vehicle concerned. The longer the background of 
practical experience, the more accurate are such estimates likely 
to be. Here another use can be made of “* The Commercial 
Motor’ Tables” by new operators who may not as yet have 
sufficient experience to be able to formulate rates from their 
own costings, but still require to make quotations to customers. 

This necessity for present and future costs finds reflection in 
the terms, actual or estimated costs. Where the precise iffor- 
mation is available, actual costs can be given. For example, 
the initial price of a vehicle may be £1,000, and if it is agreed 
that interest is charged at 3 per cent., the interest cost per week 
will be 12s. When calculating depreciation, however, although 
the same basic factor of £1,000 as the initial cost of the vehicle 
is used, the cost of depreciation of a specific vehicle can only 
be estimated, although there may be every ground for assuming 
that its useful life will be similar to the results already obtained 
from the same class of vehicle under relative conditions. 

As a vehicle is always either standing or running, it is 
logical to segregate the operating cost of a vehicle under these 
two headings. It is most important that the persistence of 
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18-cu.-yd. tipper with a 17.9-litre 
turbocharged engine developing 
340 bA.p. It weighs 25 tons un- 
laden and can climb 1 in 3 
operating at 50 tons gross weight.

standing costs should be fully recognized. In many 
cases the extent to which a vehicle is used, or the 
limited time it is allowed to stand, could have far 
more effect on ultimate profitability than efficiency in 
other directions. 

Running costs are incurred only when the vehicle 
is in use, and normally increase relative to mileage 
run. The sum obtained from the addition of standing 
and running costs is the total operating cost. Because standing 
costs do not vary with mileage, whereas running costs do, the 
combination of the two results in the operating costs per mile 
diminishing with increases in mileage. Also, the total cost of 
operating a vehicle over a given number of miles will naturally 
rise with higher mileages. It will not, however, be in direct 
ratio to the mileage, but will reflect the same diminution as 
appeared in the relevant operating costs per mile. 

For the purpose of “* The Commercial Motor’ Tables of 
Operating Costs” and this series of articles, commercial-vehicle 
operating costs are divided into 10 items. The five standing 
costs are: (1) Licences, (2) wages, (3) rent and rates, (4) insur- 
ance and (5) interest. The five running costs are: (1) Fuel, 
{2) lubricants, (3) tyres, (4) maintenance and (5) depreciation. 


Convenient Compromise 


. Because standing costs reflect the time element in transport 
operation they are calculated in appropriate units of time— 
hourly, weekly or yearly. As it is considered a convenient 
compromise, standing costs are here calculated on a weekly 
basis. To provide some allowance for a period when the 
vehicle will probably be off the road for major repairs or 
drivers’ annual holidays, these costs are estimated on the basis 
of a 50-week year. 

The first standing cost—licences—allows for the duty payable 
under the Vehicles (Excise) Act, 1949, and still commonly, 
though erroneously, referred to as the Road Fund tax. In the 
case of goods vehicles the amount of duty varies with the 
unladen weight. As, however, the goods vehicles shown in 
the “ Tables” are listed according to payloads, the amount of 
licence duty will not always vary relative to their capacity. A 
carrier’s licence fee will also be payable by users according to 
their type of operation and must be added appropriately. The 
comparative additions per week are: A licence, 10d.; B licence. 
Is.; C licence, 14d. 

Wages shown in the tables of goods-vehicle costs are based 
on current Road Haulage Wages Orders (Grade 1 areas). 
Although these are a statutory obligation only on A and B 
licensees, many C-licence operators observe them. Whilst 
there is no one statutory sum of wages which must be paid to 
drivers of passenger vehicles, an average of relevant national 
scales is used. 

Additions are made to the basic wage rate for a standard 
week to allow for employers’ contributions to National Insur- 
ance. Whilst employers’ indemnity insurance is now voluntary, 
replacing contributions under the former Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Act, many operators do, in fact, arrange such additional 
cover, for which reason some allowance is made for this cost

A further allowance has to be 
made when estimating wage costs to allow for holidays with 
ay. 

The third item of standing costs—rent and rates—is one that 
can vary widely between operators and, in fact, it may often 
be omitted altogether by some users on the ground that no 
such provision is made in their case. Where this does in fact 
apply, it can reasonably be claimed that the addition to their 
maintenance costs can at least equal, if not outweigh, the 
comparatively small charge which is estimated as the cost of 
providing or renting garage accommodation to avoid accelerated 
deterioration of bodywork through exposure. 

Whilst large operators may well be concerned with many 
types of insurance, the one detailed-as a standing cost is limited 
to providing cover for the vehicle. The premium can vary 
according to several factors, such as location, type of operation, 
capacity and value of vehicle, and the extent of cover required 
More recently, following increases in premiums, individual 
operators’ accident records have had a substantial bearing on 
the amount of premium required. 

It is also considered reasonable to include as a standing cost 
some charge in respect of interest on capital outlay, even 
though this may be rated at the nominal amount of 3 per cent. 


Varying with Mileage 

Because running costs are incurred only when the vehicle is 
operated and vary relative to mileage, it is convenient to calcu- 
late them in terms of cost per mile, as distinct from cost per 
week for standing costs. 

One of the largest is, of course, fuel and in this case the 
cost per mile is obtained by dividing the cost per gallon by the 
rate of fuel consumption obtained. This is one of the items 
which can vary substantially between operators, though it can 
easily be calculated according to individual conditions, such as 
the price paid relative to the zones in which it is purchased, or 
the bulk, fleet or agency discounts to which the operator is 
entitled. Abnormal operating or geographical conditions may 
obviously cause a large variation in fuel consumption and 
ultimately in the total operating cost. 

For simplicity, the cost of lubricants is limited to engine-oil 
consumption and sump replenishments. In this context it 
should be emphasized that, although every endeavour should 
be made to record and estimate as accurately as possible, some 
balance must be kept as between what is reasonable and 


ae 
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practicable and academic accuracy. Up-to-date simplicity 
should be the objective if a choice has to be made. 

In calculating tyre costs, the cost of tubes and flaps should 
be included in the price of the initial set, but excluding the 
spare. Whilst these prices will be known, an estimate of 
probable tyre life can be derived only from past experience in 
similar circumstances. 


Clear Definition 


Although it is convenient to use the word “ maintenance 
in formulating operating costs, it must be admitted that some 
ambiguity can arise if the term is not clearly defined and 
understood. It is meant here to imply washing, servicing and 
such repairs as are necessary if the vehicle is to operate 
efficiently over a normal life. Because it is not unusual fo 
washing and light servicing to be carried out weekly, regard 
less of the mileage covered, the maintenance cost per mile will 
be slightly higher where the average weekly mileage is 
unusually low. 

Depreciation is calculated on mileage, although under certa 
conditions it can be successfully treated as a standing cost 
Alternatively, under exceptional conditions, examples can be 
produced in which both the methods appear to disadvantage 
On balance, the mileage basis of calculation provides the best 
compromise. 

Apart from whether the divisor is calculated by mileage o 
time, it is first necessary to arrive at an agreed proportion of 
the initial cost of the vehicle which it is considered will 
ultimately have to be written off. Because the cost of tyres is 
already included as a separate item of running costs, it is first 
necessary to deduct the price of the original set of tyres from 
the cost price of the vehicle to avoid duplicating this charge 
An estimate has to be made also of the price that can be 
expected when the vehicle is finally resold. Whilst this would 
normally be determined largely by the mechanical condition of 
the vehicle, obsolescence may be an equally important factor 
particularly with some special types of goods or passenge 
vehicle. 

These 10 items of cost concern expenditure which can be 
directly allocated to the operation of a specific vehicle. Where 
more than one vehicle is operated, however, there will also be 
overhead or establishment costs which are incurred in running 
the business as a whole, such as managerial, office and sundry 
expenses. S.B

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Continuous-spray Injection 


CCORDING to patent No. 817,677, 

the advantages of petrol injection are 
offset by the cost of injection pumps and 
the need to provide separate fuel pipes 
to the inlet duct of each cylinder, By the 
use of a continuous-spray system shown 
in the patent, it is claimed that the engine 
performance is comparable to that given 
by injection. in timed ‘spurts. - (Bendix 


Aviation Corp., South Bend, Indiana, 
U.S.A.) 





For this design the inlet ducts to all 
cylinders are separate until they meet 
at a central point; the drawing shows this 
arrangement on a V8 engine. In the 
central chamber is a spray nozzle (1) 
having a jet directed towards each duct. 
Actually there are three jets to each; these 
open in succession in accordance with 
the suction in the chamber. In addition, 
there are idling jets for providing a rich 
mixture. The patent shows the detail 
construction of the spray unit and of 
the pressure-controlled member that 
selects the number of jets used. 


A SELF-LIMITING HYPRAULIC 
PUMP 


YDRAULIC pumps, such as those 

used for power steering systems, are 
not required to have a large output at 
high speed. A pump in which the action 
is suspended at speed by a centrifugal 
mechanism is shown in patent No. 
816,967. (W. Briggs and Burman and 
Sons, Ltd... Wychall Lane, King’s Norton, 
Birmingham, 30.) 

The pumping mechanism is of the 
radial eccentric-vane type, the vanes (1) 
touching the casing at one side and 
moving away at the other to form a 
pumping space (2). The inlet and outlet 
ports are located at 90 degrees from these 
two positions. 

The invention consists of the provision 
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of pressure-release ports (3) which allow 
the output to. return to the ‘intake side. 
Normally these are closed by a sliding 
valve (4) and are therefore inoperative. 
But, as the rotational.speed rises, the 
valve is moved to the right’ by a centri- 
fugal ball governor (5) against the force 
of a central spring. 


AUTOMATIC CHASSIS 
LUBRICATION 
PUMP for delivering a small] but 
regular charge of lubricant is shown 
in patent ‘No. 816,836. It is intended 
for lubricating a large number of points 
on a. vehicle chassis or on a machine 
tool. The pump is driven by the gear- 
box or by the speedometer cable so that 
it works only when the vehicle is in 
motion. (Tecalemit, Ltd., Great West 
Road, Brentford, Middlesex.) 

The drawing shows the pump included 
in the drive to the speedometer, the cable 
entering at the end (1) and continuing 
from the other end. A primary gear 
(2) is driven by the cable and engages 
with a worm wheel (3). 

The worm wheel drives, via a double 
spur reduction gear (4), a snail cam 


(8) which form the main frame of the 
vehicle, the cross-members being 
attached to them. Another scheme shows 
box girders for the frame.

TURBOCHARGER CONTROL 

ATENT No. 816,953 deals with 

turbocharged engines. The subject of 
the patent is a method of governing such 
engines. (A. Buchi, Archstrasse 2, 
Winterthur, Switzerland.) 

The drawing shows one of several 
schemes mentioned; in this case it is 
applied to a six-cylindered engine. The 
exhaust-driven blower (1) delivers its out- 
put through a duct containing a throttle 
valve (2). The injection pump is con- 
trolled by a pneumatic cylinder (3) which 
is responsive to the quantity of air being 

delivered. To achieve

this response, one end 
of the cylinder is piped 
to the duct at the point 
4 and the other end to 
the middle of the 
venturi (5).

AIR SUSPENSION - BOGIE 
PNEUMATIC suspension system 
described in patent No. 817,689 
employs an unusual means of locating 
the axles. (Maschinenfabrik Augsburg- 
Niirnberg A. G., Niirnberg, Germany.) 

The drawing shows the layout applied 
to a vehicle with twin rear wheels. The 
axle-casing (1) is located by pairs of 
transverse arms (2) jointed to the casing 
by short connecting-rods (3). On the 
other side, similar arms (4) are directly 
pivoted to the casing, the assembly being 
rather like a conventional spring-shackle 
design. 

The arms are fixed to rubber-bushed 
Sleeves (5), to which are attached longer 
arms (6). These support the load by 
compressing the air-springs (7) against 
the underside of cross-members. On 
each side there is one air-spring in front 
of the wheels and one behind them. 

The rubber-bushed mountings are 
carried on a pair of longitudinal tubes
